AX ATOXOMOUS 
PROTECTORATE 


A late Associated Press 
dispatol 


from Manila concerning the ovsrtures 
6! the Filipino Commissioners which 
were iu the American lines seeking 
terms of peaci, says in effect that the 
bnrden of the talk of the Filipinos is 
autonomy, and that the kind they wish 
for would be but little different from 
the scheme of an American protector- 
ate talked of before the war. 


It &uch is really the honest desire 


of the Filipinos, there would seem to 
be no jood reason why hostilities 
should not ceaeo, or at least an annui- 
ties ordered until the sincerity of the 
Commieeiouers and the people can bo 
ascertained. 
What more could the 


United States want than a protector- 
ate over such a locally atonomouB gov- 
ernment as the inhabitants of the 
Philippines may see fit to establish un- 
der its supervision and guidance? Cer- 
tainly suoh arrangements would BP.tis- 
fy the claims of responsibility upon 
the part of the United States for the 
establishment of H stable government 
in the Philippines, in place of the gov- 
ernment rightfully destroyed by our 
naty and army. Of course the 
BO- 


called Filipino government would not 
be reoogniz«d. But if the pleige of 
the United States to establich in the 
Philippines a government that would 
enjoy autonomy under an American 
protectorate, would be sufficient to 
end the war, that pledge, in our opin- 


ion, 
should be forthcoming. 


A protectorate over the Philippines 


is the solution of the affair that will 
best meet the reuuiremeuta of the sit- 
uation from the Tiew point of the 
United States, anyway; then why with- 
hold such a pledge? The retention of 
the sovereignty of the United States 
over the Philippines means serious 
Constitutional diflleulties and compli- 
cations in doaliu^ with the islands in 
any manner that would be satisfactory 
to tbe American people. It would 
give us the enjoyment of all commer- 
cial and military rights and privileges 
of complete sovereignty, without its 
attending difficulties. If we are to 
keep control of tho islands we want to 
treat them as colonies and not as in- 
trpgol parts of our territory, that may 
at some time seek admission to the 
Union, and the Constitution makes no 
provision for colonies. 


The proclamation of tho President's 


Philippine Uommiseion, issued on the 
22nd inst. in Manila, promising a cer- 
tain form of government, relates only 
to tho period of military rule that will 
prevail pending action by Congress, 
Of course, prior to the establishment 
of the autonomous government which 
the Filipinos desire, the United States 
will have to bo responsible for the 
maintenance of order in the Philip- 
pines, the same as in Cuba. 


What the United States ibonld arg» 


upon tho peace conference attheH»gn» 
is the exemption of private property 
from oonficatlon on seas, a§ it ie now 
exempt on land. 
There should of 


course be exceptions to the general 
rule, an in case of ships trying to enter 
orleavo blockaded ports, but in tht 
main tho code of international morals | 
on shipboard should be the §ama as lt« 
one enforced on shore. If the Confer- 
ence merely agrees upon a | Ian retfu- 
ating tbe dUtribution of prize money, 
at the dispatches seem to indicate,itmay 
aa well louva tho SPK matters alone, Afi 
ond as private property on the sea 
may bo confiscated by the ships of a 
nation hostile hostile to the one to 
whom tho owner of the property owes 
allegiance, it matters little who profits 
by the seizure. Tho sailors in the ship 
making the capture may as veil have 
tiie benefit as eny one else. 


It is easy enough to understand why 


Russia should wish to preserve the law 
as it now stands, so that in cnse of war 
with Great Britain she may prey upon 
the latter'B commerce, but there is no 
reason why Eussia should be allowed 
wholly to dominate the oonference.and 
the United States and Great Britain 
should work with determination to- 
gether to exempt private property at 
sea from capture by an enemy. Russia 
was the instigator of the conference iu 
the first place, in the alleged interests 
ofpeaee when she was never more 
activo In making preparations for war, 
and baa evidently b«en "flaying 'po». 
earn from the beginning. 
The confer- 


ence, in out opinion, is considerable of 
a humbug, anyhow, and unless the 
United States and Great Britain keep 
weather eye out they ar» liabl* to get 
the worat of it.

finance committee. Every Friday morn- 
ing the professor gave a lecture to the 
students in tho amphitheater. The sub- 
ject for the lecture that week was 'The 
Relation of tho Sympathetic Nervous 
System to the Nervo Centers of the 
Brain,' and half an hour before tho 
time set for the lectnre every man in 
the class, which numbered about 350, 
was in his place waiting for tho fun to 
begin and glancing now and then to- 
ward the three long operating tables in 
tho center of tho room. 


"Promptly at 10 o'clock tho door 


opened and the favorite professor enter- 
ed the amphitheater. He carefully closed 
the door behind him, then with a self 
conscious clearing of his throat turned 
toward the class. At the first glance his 
jaw fell, while every one of tho 35C 
fiends in tho seats above began to yell 
at the top of his lungs. Spread out upon 
tho threo long operating tables wero 
about 150 baby's toys and furnishings 
of every kind and description. There 
were rattles by the dozen, Noah's ark& 
dolls of all sizes, a toy cooking stove, 
a baby carriage, an embroidered flannel 
petticoat, a nursing bottle lying in a 
graduated glass, a pair of littloblue kid 
shoes and other things too numejoua to 
mention. After the first shock of sur- 
prise and embarrassment, tho professor 
was gamo. Ho thanked us, in a speech 
peppered with five syllabled words, for 
our thoughtfulness in thus providing 
for tho future needs of his offspring, 
but he observed, after a careful exami- 
nation of tho various instruments of in- 
fantile delight spread out before him, 
that we had forgotten ono thing, a bot- 
tle of paregoric.

Coul Used by Roman*. 


It is believed by some historians that 


coal was used by the Romans on the 
continent and by tho Britons on the is- 
land before tho arrival of Csesar. Aa 
early as 1234 Henry III granted a li- 
censo to dig coal near Newcastle, but a 
few years later the use of coal was for- 
bidden in London, tho smoke being 
deemed prejudicial to public health. 


In 1806 tho London gentry petitioned 


the king against its use, declaring 
that, in spile of his royal order, certain 
malicious persons persisted-in burning 
it. 
Coals began to bo brought from 


Newcastle. to London in 1881, during 
the reign of Richard II. By tho year 
1400 
coal was commonly burned in 


London as a fuel, though 200 years 
later, in tho reign of Charles I, its use 
was far from being general throughout 
England. 


Anthracite coal, which, except tho 


diamond, is tho purest form of carbon 
known, was first used by a Connecticut 
blacksmith named Gore, in 17C8, nnd 
ns a domestic fuel by Judge Jesse Fell 
•of Wilkesbarre. Pa., in 1808.
